EDITORIAL 


CARE OF DRUG FIENDS. 


It is interesting to note that the 


U. $. Department of Justice has re- 


cently in a number of instances al- 
lowed as high as $20.00 for the special 
treatment of drug addicts coming 
within jurisdiction. While we do 


not question the good intentions of. 
this charity we wish to emphasize © 


that this will not limit the number 
of unfortunate cases and will not ef- 
fect cures worthy of note. We be- 
lieve the State should maintain a 
special hospital where people of this 
character are confined and properly 
cared for. We might here protest the 
unfortunate attitude of courts toward 
persons guilty of nefarious traffic in 
‘illegitimate and habit-forming drugs. 
Most of the time large fines are en- 
couraged apparently for the money’s 


sake in the punishment of these indi-— 


viduals instead of the justly merited 
jail or prison sentences. The profit 
is so large in this illegitimate traffic 
that a fine of $400 or $500 once in 
six months or a year is no bar to 
continuing a profitable business, di- 
rectly and indirectly. Jail or prison 
sentences would, however, have some 
deterring effect, as most of these in- 
dividuals are crafty and desirous of 
making money. When the money end 
of it is entirely eliminated and drastic 


imprisonment sentences are given it 
will be the most powerful blow struck 
in the breaking up of the drug ring. 


POISONOUS YEASTS. 


A report on the poisoning of ‘sheep 
in the San Francisco Stock Yards was 
recently. submitted to the United 
States and State authorities by Dr. 


Albert Schneider. He finds that the 


25/7 sheep were killed by a _ toxin 
formed in the intestinal tract. of the 
animals due to the presence of a para- 


site belonging to the yeast group 


(Saécharomycetes). The spores. of 
this organism were apparently upon 


the barley and barley screenings fed — 


to the animals. In the gastro-intesti- 
nal tract these yeast cells multiply 
very rapidly by “budding.” The toxin 
(evidently an exotoxin) is formed by 
the actively growing cells. In the 
small intestine the activity of the cell 
is checked owing to the alkaline re- 
action and enzymes present. Spore 
formation occurs in the large intestine. 

The spores which we had occasion 
to see are quite different from any 
thus far seen and there is a possi- 
bility of discovering here a new, hith- 
erto undiscovered, yeast plant. We 
had long known that some of the 
yeasts produced toxic substances, but 


‘did not appreciate the fact that the 
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toxins are so actively poisonous. It 
may be in connection with the study 


of this yeast that we shall get some — 
new light upon some of the strange 


maladies apparently connected with 
foods not only in the lower animals 
but also in man. 

In the succeeding issue of THE 
PACIFIC PHARMACIST the brief report 
will be printed in full. 


RESALE PRICES. 


It is interesting to note that on 
March the fourth a decision was 
handed down from the United States 
Supreme Court in which a patentee, 
as held, cannot in selling his article 
to another reserve the right by con- 
tract to fix the price at which it is 
later to be sold. 

The case in question was in regard 
to the Boston Store of Chicago sell- 
ing records of the American Grapho- 
phone Company at less than the off- 


cial list price. 


The decision is of considerable im- 
portance in view of the fact that thou- 
sands of firms have endeavored to set 
rigidly the prices at which their prod- 
ucts should be sold to the consumer. 
We cannot say off-handed how much 
effect this has upon the drug trade, 
but we are of the opinion that it will 


affect many articles which have hith-. 


erto had fixed prices. 


LICENSE FOR EXPLOSIVES. 


By an act of Congress all dealers 
who handle substances which enter 
directly or indirectly in the manufac- 
ture of explosives must have a Fed- 
eral license for the purchase, posses- 
sion, sale or use of any of the ingre- 
dients listed below in amounts of one 
ounce or over. A record must be 
made at the time of each sale, which 
will include the number of purchaser’s 


license, his name, quantity and kind 


of ingredient purchased. This record 
must be sworn to and given to the 
Director of Mines, or his deputy, 
when requested.

. The above ruling applies to Colleges 
and institutions of learning as well as 
to Commercial Laboratories and Re- 
tail Pharmacies. 

The cost of the license is but twen- 


ty-five cents and may be obtained 


from the Local Licensing Officer of 
your county. If you do not know of 
this individual you may obtain a li- 
cense by addressing Mr. Harry F. 
Sullivan, Humboldt Bank Building, 
San Francisco. 

The following articles come under 
this ruling: 

Bichromates :—ammonium,. potassi- 
um, sodium; Chlorates:—barium, po- 
tassium, sodium, strontium; Chro- 
mates :—ammonium, barium, calcium, 
chrome green, chrome yellow, lead, 
potassium, sodium; Nitrates :—ammo- 
nium, barium, copper, ferric, lead, 
magnesium, nickel, potassium, silver, 
strontium; Nitric Acid :—aqua fortis, 
fuming, nitric acids of all grades and 
strengths, mixed acids; Perchlorates: 
—perchloric acid, potassium; Perbo- 
rates :—magnesium, sodium, zinc; Per- 
manganates :—calcium, potassium, so- 
dium; Peroxides:—barium, calcium, 
magnesium, oxon (cubes and cart- 
ridges), sodium, strontium, zinc; Phos- 
phorus. 


INCOME TAX. 


One month of grace has been given 
in order that all will have ample time 
in which to make the required legal re- 
port concerning incomes for the year 
1917. If there is any question at all as 
to your liabilities in this matter we sug- 
gest that you at least make your report ; 
show your good faith and willingness 
in complying with the law. Most phar- 
macists will be unable to give anything 
like a very accurate report, since the 
previous law on income tax did not 


concern the great majority. ‘Therefore 


many pharmacists will probably have to 
compute their earnings from July first 
until the end of the year, unless they 
had accurate data for the first halt of 
the year. 

We believe the Government will not 
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be unreasonable in regard to the filing 
of.a report of this year in view of the 
fact that the whole thing is new and 
many will have great difficulty to get 
an accurate line upon the business. We 
suggest, however, that some systematic, 
careful record be made so that when 
next year’s. report is to be made you 
will have little or no difficulty in doing 
so. If you have any doubt at all as to 
your liability we suggest that you either 
file your report or consult with one of 
the Deputy Collectors. 


THE C. PH. A. 


We are in receipt of a letter from 
the Secretary, E. A. Henderson, of 
the California Pharmaceutical Associ- 
ation, in which he states that July 15, 
16 and 17, 1918, will be banner days 
for the Association, at San Diego. 
The Allied Drug Travelers are. mak- 
ing great: plans for the entertainment 
features, and if we don’t miss our 
guess they will pull off some stunts 
that will eclipse anything previously 
attempted. Mr. R. R. Zane is high 
chief of this organization, and that in 
itself is a guaranty of success. The 
Bruin Faries and Bruinifferies are also 
planning upon some new features 
which will be entertaining in the 
highest degree. 

The association is making efforts to 
increase the membership and also to 
call attention to the Edmonds Bill. 
This of course is decidedly important 
for the pharmacists and we trust all 
who. are interested will attempt. to 
reach their Congresstnan or Senators 
and cause the same to be passed in 
the interest of justice and pharmacy. 


Of course there will be special rail- 
road rates and every other reasonable 
concession that will make the: journey 
pleasant and profitable. Now, Mr. 
Pharmacist, mark down on your calen- 
dar, July 15, 16 and 17 as vacation days 
for this summer. You will enjoy every 
minute of the time and_ incidentally 
profit by your mingling with-your fel- 
low pharmacist. | 


BUSINESS FAILURES. 


Perhaps few are aware of the fact 
that the number of business failures are 
far fewer than for several years past. 
According to R. G. Dun & Company 
there were 1,178 commercial failures 
in January of this year, while January, 
1917, showed 1,540; January, 1916, 
2,009, and January, 1915, 2,848. In 
spite of all the increased difficulties of 


labor, prices, unstable markets, increas- 


ing taxation, and many other difficulties, 
we are apparently on a sounder basis 
to-day, in a business way, than for sev- 
eral years past. All of this is encour- 
aging and we hope it has some real 
significance as indicating a hopeful 
future.

The dasheen is a starchy vegetable 
resembling the potato and extensively 
used in the tropics as a food. It ap- 
parently grows freely in the tropical 
countries unsuited to the potato. It is 
cooked and prepared very much in the 
same fashion as our vegetables and is 
apparently digested easily. It in every 


way compares favorably with our po- 


tato and similar starchy food. 


- Quinine and aspirin are commonly 
called for in prescriptions. They are, 
however, incompatible and upon stand- 
ing some time have a tendency to 
liquefy. It is said that in the decom- 
position of quinine a poisonous sub- 


stance, probably quino toxin, is formed. 


Apothesine, the hydrochloride of 
diethylamino-propyl cinnamate, is the 
name of a new substitute for cocaine 
manufactured by Parke-Davis & Co. 
It is closely related to novocaine and 
under clinical tests has proven to be 
quite as effective. 


Arsphenamine (salvarsan) is now 
being manufactured by three well- 
known firms in the United States and 
is selling at $1.50 per ampule of 0.6 
gm. It is said that the new drug is 
in every way as satisfactory as the 
German product. 


Barbital is the new name given to 
the product formerly known as veronal. 
This drug is now being manufactured 
by the Abbott Laboratories, Chicago. 
The Antoine-Chiris Company of New 
York will also manufacture it. The 
new product has been tested out and 


is apparently satisfactory. The Bayer 


Chemical Co., of New York, is also 
supplying this drug. | 


The metabolism of fats has long 


been one of the interesting questions in 
physiology. Recent study seems to 
point to the lipoids, lecithin and choles- 
terol as being very important in the 
transport and metabolism of fats. Cho- 
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lesterol is found normally in the blood 
not only free but in the form of esters. 


Whitney of the University of Cali- 
fornia, who has been investigating the 
cause of death, believes that it is large- 
ly due to an acidosis whereby the res- 
piratory center is irreparably paralyzed. 
We await with great interest the anti- 
dote. 


Experts agree in the treatment. of 


-hookworm that thymol and the oil of 


chenopodium are very much alike in 
effectiveness.. Children take the oil of 
chenopodium better than thymol. It is 
the drug of choice especially in treat- 
ing Chinese in the East Indies and 
does not show the same degree of 
toxic effect. 


“Bloom” is the name applied to a 
dusty appearance on rubber goods 
caused by free sulphur that has 
worked its way to the surface. A 
transparent rubber varnish prevents 
this bloom and apparently adds to the 
salability of the goods. This appear- 
ance in rubber goods does not indi- 
cate any inferior quality, but on the 
contrary is a proof of perfect vulcan- 
ization. 


The iodide of starch is: one of the 
new and promising preparations for 
the treatment of infected wounds. It 
acts as a clean, dry, absorbent dress- 
ing and at the same time gradually 
liberates enough iodine to be an efh- — 
cient antiseptic. In a strength of one 
part of iodine to 50,000 parts of starch 
the common streptococci and other 
varieties of germs are destroyed. In 
dressing wounds at the battle front it 
has proved an efficient agent. It is 
also claimed that a solution of iodide 
of starch containing 0.50 gm. of iodine 


in each liter can be employed as an 


irrigating solution for wounds. . It is 
said to be quite as efficient as Dakin’s 
solution and entirely non-irritant.

INDIAN CANNABIS VALUES. 


. Eckler and Miller (Journal A. Ph. 
A., Vol. VI, page 872) made some in- 
teresting practical experiments on the 
keeping quality of the Indian Canna- 
bis and arrived at the following con- 
clusions: 


From the results of the tests on the 


- attic-stored samples, the loss in activ- 


ity was practically 100 per cent. in 
about 50 months. (The drug at the 
end of the aging period was, however, 
about 55 months old from date of 
harvest.) This would give an average 
loss in activity of about 2 per cent. 
per month. Apparently, however, the 
deterioration did not proceed so rapid- 
ly at first, for in the first period of 
about 14 months not more than a very 


slight deterioration was noticeable, 


while during the next period of about 
21 months there was a deterioration 


of nearly 60 per cent. of the original

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activity, and during the last period of 

about 15 months there was apparently 

a loss of approximately 40 per cent. 
The dry samples stored in the base- 


ment lost in about 60 months, approx- 


imately 60 per cent. of their original 
activity, or about 1 per cent. each 
month on the average. (This drug 
at the end of the aging period was 
about 65 months old from date of har- 
vest.) These results in connection 
with those of the preceding paragraph 
would seem to suggest that the warm 
temperature of the attic was influen- 
tial in increasing, the rate of deterio- 

Drug stored in sealed containers in 
the dry state did not retain its activ-— 


ity appreciably longer than when 


stored in unsealed containers, nor did 
it retain its activity appreciably longer 
when stored whole than when ground. 

Ground drug, moistened with alco- 
hol and stored in a tight barrel, 
seemed to retain its full activity for 
at least 60 months. | }

MARKET LETTER. 
By F. W. DESSEL. 


The general trend of the market as 
in the many months preceding is 
strong to upward in prices. The ship- 
ping and restrictions of exports and 
imports to some extent also figure in 
the prices. The Federal Government’s 
control of imports and exports has 
been causing considerable anxiety in 
drug circles. The cutting down of im- 
ports because of the lack of shipping 
space has become a noteworthy factor. 
It is interesting to note that our prices 
are lower in many respects than in 
London, because of the above men- 
tioned troubles. The government con- 
trol of products entering into the 
manufacture of explosives has also 
had a marked influence on the prices. 


The demand for cocaine is unpre- 


cedented and large shipments of the 
drug are going steadily to Japan and 
Russia. Many of the essential oils are 


selling at top-notch prices. Quinine is 


still strong and probably: will not re- 
cede in price for some time to come. 
Castor oil has increased recently to 35 
cents a pound. The Government has 
taken practically all of this product 
for airplane lubrication. We _ hope, 
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however, the cultivation of this plant 
will greatly aid in relieving some of 
the high prices. Codeine, however, has 
dropped in price. Caffeine is. still 
strong and is selling around $12 a 
pound. 


The shortage in crude drugs “is be- 
coming quite severe and unless culti- 
vation is encouraged many of these 
will be completely out of the market. 


Below you will find an interesting 
table of comparative prices, taken 
from Myers Bros., druggist, showing 
the effect of forty-one months of war 
on prices.

PHARMACEUTICAL FACUL- 
TIES BY DR. RUFUS A, LYMAN.

My Dear Sir: 


It is very hard indeed to answer the 
general question contained in the first 
paragraph of your letter. Personally | 
am inclined to think. the treatment of 
Pharmacology as a branch of Physiol- 
ogy, instead of under the old conception 
ot Materia Medica, will work strongly 


in the direction which you have in mind 


and that this new scientific conception, 
coupled with a wiser and better system 


of State examinations, will pave the 


way for great improvement within the 
next twenty-five years. 


The chief reason why we have done 
nothing at Yale is that we have needed 
all our available money for developing 
the Yale Medical School on certain 
other lines. When we get our Physio- 
logical and Pharmacological departments 
properly endowed, I venture to hope 
that we may do something for scien- 


tific training for the extremely important 


profession which you represent.

My Dear Sir: 

Your letter of July 14th addressed to 
President Lowell has been referred to 
me for a reply. 

There is no question whatever that 
there is the greatest need in this coun- 
try for the active development of phar- 
macy in order to place it on a higher 
plane than it has heretofore reached in 
educational centers in this country. 
That the time is ripe for this there is 
no doubt, and that an association such 
as yours can do much toward promoting 
this, is unquestioned. You are correct 
that the Harvard Medical School has 
hitherto done but little for such work; 


in fact almost nothing since the efforts 


of Dr. Jacob Bigelow in the early days 
of the-last century. The reason for this 
is the lack of adequate research funds 
and the urgent demand in the teaching 
of medicine for the development of re- 
search in the fundamental sciences, pa-. 
thology, physiology, biological chemis- — 
try, bacteriology and diagnosis in the 
recognition and study of disease. 
There has been for many years an 
excellent school of Pharmacy in Bos- 
ton, but it has been hampered by the 
lack of funds (and has been unable to 
devote its energies to research), and 
the quesfion of training young men for 
the demands of trade. At present, how- 
ever, funds have been given for a large 
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building in close vicinity of the Har- 
vard Medical School, and it is hoped 
that this may be utilized for the pur- 
pose referred to in your letter. The 
time has certainly come for this and 
any effort in the direction of the ele- 
vation of pharmacy which can be made 
will be heartily welcomed by the med- 
ical profession in general, and certainly 
by the Harvard Medical School.

“University of Pennsylvania, 
Philadelphia. 
Office of the Provost. 
July 18, 1917. 
My Dear Sir: 

The University of Pennsylvania, after 
the founding of the Philadelphia Col- 
lege of Pharmacy, assumed that every- 
thing pertaining to pharmaceutical edu- 
cation would be cared for by that in- 
stitution, and therefore did not give any 
attention to it. From time to time we 
have been asked to add a department of 
pharmacy to the University’s several 
curricula. We have not done so out 
of regard for those who were in charge 
of the Philadelphia College of Phar- 
macy. | 

You have referred to what the Uni- 
versity has done for Medical education. 
The University is now doing the same 
for Dental and Veterinary education. 
Beginning with this fall the courses of 
instruction in these two will (ex-depart- 
ments will) extend over four years, pre- 
ceded by graduation from a four-year 
high school, and it will not be long until 
the requirements for admission to these 
two departments will be the same as 
those now demanded of students enter- 
ing our Medical School. 

I think that every profession arrives 
at a point in its history where it is dis- 
satisfied. The dissatisfaction arises, I 
fancy, from the fact that the professional 
workers, or the people who conduct the 
professional work, do not command the 
position in the community which they 
desire to hold. You know as well as I 
that not many years ago to be called a 
‘horse doctor’ almost ostracized a man 


in a community. To-day such is not 


the case, and I have personal knowledge 


of graduates in Veterinary Medicine 
who are holding the very highest posi- 
tions in their community, some having 


attained to State positions commanding 


regard and respect. 
The broader the early preparation of 
the individual who expects to go into 


-any profession, the more certain it will 


be that that individual will be more 
highly regarded in his community. With 
this superior early preparation will come 
the power on the part of instructors to 
demand of the individual a more thor- 
ough and complete training in the sub- 
jects of his specialty and those allied 
to it. 

If the requirements for admission to 
pharmaceutical schools are raised and 
placed upon the same plane as those 
for admission to medicine, there will 
arise opposition, but I think we have to 
ask ourselves the question whether in 
the end it is not our duty to insist that 
only the best men shall enter the pro- 
fessions which have to deal so intimately 
with our lives. 

I am quite confident that if the ini 
versity of Pennsylvania should establish 
a School of Pharmacy that candidates 
for admission to the school would be 
required to pass in the subjects now de- 
manded of men entering the Medical 
School. On such a basis, having fin- 
ished a four-year period of training a 
doctorate could well be granted the suc- 
cessful candidates. | 

I don’t think it is a good thing to 


limit the training of a man in any pro-— 


fession to subjects which perhaps he is 
going to use every hour in the day; 
his horizon should be made as broad 
as possible.

One could not have sought informa- 


tion from more representative men of 


the best thought of the times; men who 
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know the problems of to-day and have 


a vision of the future. To me it is 


very gratifying that the inquiry was so 
kindly received and was uniformly given 
such thoughtful consideration. Evident- 
ly these men think pharmacy worth 
while and we will have their sympathy 
and hearty co-operation if we carry out 
the program on the scale indicated by 
them. It is always true that large prob- 
lems will receive support: small ones 
will not as long as there are larger ones 
in other fields of activity. The re- 
sponsibility for carrying out this pro- 
gram rests primarily upon pharmaceu- 
tical educators. In the face of the 1920 
recommendation of the boards, the pro- 
gressive attitude of the pharmaceutical 
press and the constructive legislation in 
the last few years, I do not see how 
we can as educators maintain our self- 
respect unless we, at least, declare at 
once for the four-year high school re- 
quirement. 


IV. 


I therefore recommend that a four- 
year high school requirement become 
binding upon the schools of this Con- 
ference, September Ist, 1920. 


I realize that this recommendation 
will meet with opposition from some 
quarters. Soon we will hear the ar- 
gument of those who wish to go slow; 
it will be the same old argument—(1) 
“Druggist will not stand for. it; (2) 
Conditions at present in pharmacy will 
not justify it; (3) Some schools will 
be forced out of the Conference.” 


To the first | would reply: “Tt is not 
so, if the action of the National Boards, 
the words of the press and the expres- 
sions of many State associations mean 
anything.”” In answer to the second I 
would say: “Conditions in medicine 
are not what they are to-day just be- 
cause they happen to be so. Leaders 
in scientific medicine have made the 
conditions -what they are to-day; if they 


had not done so, medical students would 


still be getting what they could by the 
ancient ‘picking up’ process in some 
doctor’s office. Conditions in pharmacy 


will be.no better if as good a quarter . 
century later unless we make them.” 


To the third I can only answer. that it 
is noticeable that those schools which 
would be forced out of the existence by 
such requirements do not speak for’ 
themselves. Some benevolent friend 


who is never concerned about his own 


institution, ardently pleads for his weak 
brother. Would it not be well to ask 
ourselves this question, ““Might we not 
make conditions better for the Confer- 
ence if such a school should drop out? 
Might it not be better for pharmacy?” 
Personally I think so. I have been 
told that such an: institution would be- 
come an outlaw and work havoc in the 
field of issuing diplomas. In other 
lines of activity outlaws do not have 
the support of public opinion and 
usually are responsible for the hasten- 
ing of desirable legislation. Perhaps 
it would be so in this case. | 

Pharmacy in the High School. 

I cannot view with the complacency 
of some the appearance of pharmacy 
in the high school curriculum. Some 
have answered me that there is no dan- 
ger since they do not have the equip- 
ment of colleges; I am morally certain 
that the Detroit High School is as well 
equipped for teaching pharmacy as some 
of the Conference schools. I know 
that the course in pharmacy as put 
down on paper is as extensive as that 
of some of the Conference _ schools. 
And it does not stand to reason that a 
wealthy, progressive and aggressive city 


like. Detroit is going to permit any of 


her educational institutions to be some- 
thing in which she cannot take pride. 
When they say frankly that they are 
even ahead of the requirements of the 
Conference, it seems to me they have 
the better of the argument. The real 
danger. in introducing pharmacy into 
the high school is the impression it 
will make upon the public mind and 
upon the educational world at large. 
It at once places pharmacy upon a 
lower level. than medicine, law, den- 
tistry, engineering or the ministry. You 
may point to the commercial high 
school as being comparable. It is not. 
The. commercial. high school may pre- 
pare one for the detail work of busi- 
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ness routine, but it cannot develop a 
constructive mind capable of coping 
with the great problems of business 
life. The brain is not a hot house 
plant that can be forced; it must grow 
and the mind must develop: and it must 
be trained. There are some divisions 
of human knowledge which cannot be 
grasped by the immature, untrained mind 
of the high school student. The phar- 
maceutical sciences constitute such a 
division. | 

The all-important question now is to 
raise pharmacy to the plane of a pro- 


fession. Just saying it does not make 


it so. To place it there we must take 
such action as will demand the respect 
of educated people. I am of the opin- 
ion that some institutions have used 
the Conference to keep their schools 
alive. If you will read the addresses 
of my predecessors you will find that 
others have thought so. I am even of 
the opinion that the time has come 
when we ought to ask ourselves very 
frankly this question, “Would it not 
be better for pharmacy if some schools 
should die?” It has been so in medi- 
cine. I am sure that schools should 
exist. for pharmacy and not pharmacy 
for schools. I am sure that the time 
has come in pharmacy, as it has long 
since in medicine, when if a school has 
to break even on its tuition fees, the 
sooner it goes out of business the bet- 
ter. If it is true, as I have been told, 
that some of our great universities are 
permitting their schools of pharmacy 
to run on the above basis without a 
cent from taxation or endowment, those 
universities are unfair to their own 
pharmaceutical schools and to phar- 
macy at large and should be told so, 
in no uncertain language. 

I do not believe that the retail drug- 
gists has always been fairly treated on 
the floor of this association. It is easy 
for those who desire to keep require- 
ments low to lay the blame upon their 
constituency. Their constituency is not 
here to defend itself. Contact with 
retail men in the west and north leads 
me to believe that they are ready to 
support. such advanced requirements. 


Certainly the Boards of Pharmacy 
ought to fairly represent retail men 
and their action at San Francisco two 
years ago represents their progressive 
attitude. If the Conference had done 
its duty five years ago pharmacy in 
high schools would never have become 
a problem. If it refuses to perform 
this neglected duty now, it is only fair 
to pharmacy, to the profession .and to 
the American public to place the re- 
sponsibility for slacking where it be- 
longs. | 


The Pharmacist in the Government 
Service. 


Let me quote from a letter. of. Dr. 
George Diekman which I have already 
read: “One thing is certain, if phar- 
macy desires to obtain a wider and 
fuller recognition, especially in the Gov- 
ernment service, it must present better 
material than is generally available at 
this time. Too much cannot be said 
in favor of providing more time for 
the study of pharmaceutical problems 
and matters connected with pharmaceu- 
tical research.” | 

Could a sounder argument be pre- 
sented for higher entrance  require- 
ments ? 

Under date of July 2nd I received 
the following letter from Mr. Hugh 
Craig, editor of the. N.. A. .R.:.D. 
Journal: 


‘Dear Dr. Lyman: 

I am sending under separate cover 
a copy of the N. A. R. D. Journal of 
June 28th in which begins a series of 
‘Little Lessons in Wartime Service’ 
designed. to afford druggists an oppor- 
tunity of acquainting themselves with 
the »duties required of them if they 
enter the defense of the nation. 

I should like to have your opinion 
on the value of this instruction, not 
necessarily for publication, but rather 
as a guide to further activity along 
this line. 

While I am in favor of a wider rec- 
ognition and a better standing for phar- 
macists in the defense service I feel 
that at the present time, as an emer- 
gency really exists, the best thing for 
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us to.do is to equip ourselves so as to 


perform the duties in the station that 
we now occupy. If we can show a 
willingness to take up these duties, de- 


spite the lack of recognition in the 
matter of rank, I. believe we shall be 
in a better position to present our de- 
mands for the introduction of real 


pharmacy into the various arms of the 


defense service. 

It needs no argument that one must 
start at the bottom, and to my mind 
a start is what we want at the present 
time more than ajcomplete achievement. 

I should appreciate very much any- 
thing you may have to express in the 
way of an opinion in regard to this 
entire matter. «

My reply was as follows: 

“July 27, 1917. 
Mr. Hugh Craig; 
Chicago, Ill. : 
Dear. Mr. Craig: 

Your letter asking an opinion on ‘Lit- 

tle Lessons in ‘War-time Service’ re- 


‘ceived. I do not find myself heartily in 
“sympathy with ‘the movement. It is 


practically the same instruction we are 
now giving the young women all over 
the country in our Red Cross First Aid 


courses... It is, of course, information 


that everyone should have, but T think 
it really lessens the chances of pharma- 
cists getting the recognition that they 
wish in the public service. Further- 
more, it puts pharmacists in a very sub- 
ordinate position in the minds of physi- 
cians as well as the public and, everyone 
will wonder if there is not some more 
important service that pharmacy can 
render to the government.’ For exam- 
ple, Dr. L. B. Sturdevant, who has been 
in the army medical work on the Mex- 


‘ican border for more than a year, asked 


me why we did not have some phar- 
macists in the ‘service. When I asked 
him if the medical department really 
had need for pharmacists in its work, 
he replied that in connection with his 
work they had a stock of drugs valued 


at $40,000 and''no man to take care of 
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it. Here is an instance where there is 
really something for a pharmacist to 
do and where the service is impaired 
because of the lack of a pharmacist. 
It seems to me that your journal 
could render a greater service to phar- 
macy if it could run a series of articles 
upon the work of a purely pharmaceu- 
tical nature, to be done in the army 
service and have these articles written 
by men who know what the specific 
work is that should be done in the car- 
ing for drug stocks in the army hospi- 
tal, upon the battleship and upon the 
field. Undoubtedly there are other func- 
tions that a pharmacist may perform in 
military service Which are strictly of a 
pharmaceutical nature. If we should 
work along these lines, instead of try- 
ing to usurp the functions of the doc- 
tor and the first aid nurse, I think we 
would command greater respect from 
all parties concerned. If we ever make 
any headway, wé must show that we 
can render a service which is not al- 
ready being done by other professions 
or organizations.

This correspondence brings to mem- 
ory a statement which the late botanist 
Charles E. Bessey made ten years ago 
when it was explained to him that the 
addition of a department of pharmacy 
to the existing departments of the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska would mean a con- 
siderable additional expense; he: ex- 
claimed with surprise, “Why, £ supposed 
pharmacy was the same thing as medi- 
cine except that’ the course was cut 
short.” In thesé’ days we find some 
pharmacy schools’ giving courses in first 
aid and in simple tests in urinalysis 
which any janitor could perform in 
order that we may find something pro- 
fessional for the pharmacist to «do. 
How can we expect the public or our 
students or educators and scientists, 


like Dean Bessey; to have respect for 
pharmacy: When: will this valet busi- 


ness ever end? I say only when phar- 
maceutical educators realize their duty. 
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In contrast to this, listen to this dig- 


nified expression of the ‘medical profes-. 


sion’s attitude toward the function of 
the pharmacist in the army.

“Physicians, dentists, and. veterinari-. 


ans are officially recognized by the Gov- 
ernment as men of special training, 
whose technical knowledge can. be of 
use to the nation in time of war: Pro- 
vision’ is made so that men in these 
three professions can be enrolled as 
commissioned officers, and their skill 
most efficiently used by the Army. The 
pharmacist, however,—as a pharmacist 
—is. utterly ignored. If he enlists he 
does so as a private. So far as official 
recognition of it is concerned, the 
science and art of pharmacy might not 
“exist for the Army. Today, as never 


before, victory in war goes to the na- 


tion that most efficiently conserves the 
health of its fighting. men. The physi- 
cian is now of such military importance 
that the medical profession will be called 
to make no inconsiderable sacri- 
fices. It will materially lighten’ the 
arduous duties and responsibilities of 
the physician to have in the Army 
‘trained pharmacists who will be able to 
give intelligent cooperation. But it is 
imposing too great a strain on the pa- 
triotism.. of those whose special knowl- 
edge is obviously a large asset to the 
Army to expect them to enlist as pri- 
vates without any recognition of their 
national worth. Pharmacists should be 
given a rank commensurate with their 
importance, first, because it is but sim- 
ple. justice to. the pharmacists them- 
selves; secondly, because. the useful- 
ness of the medical corps will be greatly 
augmented and, lastly, and most. im- 
portant, because the efficiency of, our 
Army demands ati" 


While. legislation will be necessary to 
give the pharmacists the proper : stand- 
ing in the Service, the greater labor 
falls ‘upon the teaching institutions 


I quote 
from an editorial in the Journal of the 
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which must prepare men for that serv- 
ice. During this session we will have 
a report by Doctor Diekman concerning 
the work which Columbia is now: giving 
to enlisted men, which will undoubtedly 


‘place the whole problem before us. 


Research. 
The one thing more necessary than 
all others to give pharmacy scientific 


and professional standing and gain for 


it public and private support is research 
in the pharmaceutical sciences. We 
must become productive, otherwise we 
must cease to exist. This matter will 
be discussed by others: I shall be brief. 
Early in the year I appointed a com- 
mittee on research, which I have rec- 
ommended in the first part of this ad- 
dress to be a permanent committee. I 
understand perfectly well that the doing 
of research depends entirely upon the 
personality and training of the individ- 
ual. On the other hand, I believe a 


committee on research can do much 


promulgate the cause of research within 
our institutions. The committee on ex- 
amination questions has divided the field 


of pharmaceutical endeavor into six 


general classes and the members of the 
Conference have been asked to classify 
themselves according to these divisions. 
In naming the personnel of the commit- 
tee on research I have endeavored to 
choose representative research workers 
who command the respect of ourselves 
and also that of research men in other 
lines of activity. They are as follows:
